brary board moves in step with 
the times. in its decision to acquire 
a “bookmobile.” Through its years 
of excellent service the library has 
furnished reading material of wide 
variety to the public of this com- 
munity. It still provides that service 
and under more favorable condi- 
tions than: ever before in its . ex- 
panded quarters 

Those in charge, however, have 
faced realities in recognizing the 
fact that some potential readers do 
not take as full advantage of 
library facilities as they might. 
Many find it inconvenient to go to 
the, building. Others prefer to walk 
to the corner store for material 
which is accessible though probably 
less rich in content than the vol- 
umes which the library owns 

By taking the books to the 
people, rather than requiring the 
people to come to the books, the 


board feels it will help to encour- 
age good reading. Perhaps it is un- 
fortunate that such a_ service 
should be considered necessary. It 
is! nevertheless a symbol.of-the age 
and one which must be faced if the 
library is to extend its usefulness 
beyond the ranks of those excellent 
people who now make use of the 
centrally located downtown ~build- 
ing 

An added advantage is noted by 
the authorities. By determining the 
appetite for reading in the different 
areas served by the traveling unit, 
it may be possible to determine 
where future district centres may 
be established to be of widest bene- 
fits. 

To the reading public in general 
and particularly to those among it 
who have criticized the less suitable 
matter now so easily available and 
so widely distributed, the. “book- 
mobile” should be a decided asset.

To Accomodate Chronic Patients Only 


Final plans for the building of a 100-bed nursing home 
to cost $450,000 were announced this afternoon by F, E. 
Ey Winslow, Gorge Road Nursing Home board chairman. 

The new building, to be 
financed equally by federal, pro- 
vincial and city governments, will 
be built on the grounds of the 
present nursing home to the east 
of the old building

‘All the Law’ 


“No one is presumed to know 
all the law—not even judges,” 
Chief Justice Gordon Sloan com- 
mented today in British Columbia 
Court of Appeal. 

His comment followed submis- 
sion by lawyer Lorne H. Jackson, 
Crown counsel, that Lloyd 
Brusch, 34-year-old Vancouver 
man, was fully aware that he 
could be charged with being a 
habitual criminal if he were con- 
victed of four criminal charges. 

Mr. Jackson's argument came 
in rebuttal to John Farris, Q.C., 
counsel for Brusch, who com 
plained the habitual charge 
against his client came as a sur 
prise after he had been arraigned 
on a less serious charge. Mr. 
Farris complained Brusch had 
not been given an opportunity to 
elect trial on the habitual charge, 

Mr. Jackson said all persons 
with more than one criminal con 
viction knew what might hap- 
pen to them if they were con- 
victed four times. 

It was then Chief Justice Sloan 
said it could not be presumed 
that anyone knew the law. 

“The axiom that ‘ignorance of 
the law is no excuse’ still holds,” 
he Said. “But it cannot be pre- 
sumed that anyone knows all the 
law.”

Eleven-year-old Judith Schmidt 
-proof positive that the heart 
can be stopped long enough for 
major surgerywas up and 
around today and feeling fine 
Twelve days ago the Cleveland 
girl spent 12 hours in a regular 
kitchen-type deep-freeze to en 
able Hahnemann Hospital sur- 
geons to stop her heart for five 
minutes and mend a hole the size 
of a 50-cent piece 

Normally, the heart cannet be 
stopped for more than three 
minutes without injuring — the 
brain. More time was needed in 
Judith's case so doctors provided 
it by slowing up the body's pro- 
cesses, thus reducing the pices 
for oxygen in the tissues anc 
cells 

The child was anesthetized and 
put in the deep-freeze. With doc 
tors constantly checking her tem- 
perature it slowly began to fall 
away from normal 98.6. At 88 
degrees the body's temperature 
was leveled off. 


Then the operation was begun 
After it was ended doctors put a 
thin cover over Judith and al 
lowed her temperature to rise 
as gradually as it had fallen 

Judith was born with the hole 
in the partition between the 
right and left sides of her heart 
The cavity caused the used blood 
to be mixed with oxygenated 
blood passing through -the lungs 
which had made the girl a semi 
invalid, weak and subject to dizzy 
spells ;
